CONGRESSIONAL. PROCEEDINGS. 


TAUIFF ASD FREE COINAOK. 


Some months ago our llepiililican 


friends were telling us that tariff and 
free coinage would ba the slogan of 
their part? in the next Presidential 
campaign, 
Hon. 
T. B. Reed, now 


Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, was credited with raising the war 
cry and every little place hunter in 
the country piped approval. Now the 
Finance Committee of the Senate has 
reported a bill embodying these t.vo 
principles and recommend its pussage. 
This bill contains the Dingley Tarilf 
bill passed by the House and the 'jcn- 
ate Silver bill. It fixes tariff schedules 
just as the Republicans proposal in 
their bill, and it provides for the free 
coinage of gold and silver as the fiuauc- 
U! reformers desire. It is strictly in 
accordance with the Republican pro- 
gram as mapped out by Mr. Reed and 
indorsed by his followers less than a 
year ago. Now, however, it is repu- 
diated by Ropublicaus in the Senate, 
and Senator Jones, who, as a member 
of the 
Finance 
Committee, recom- 


mended its passage, is denounced by 
the chickadee press of this State as ob- 
structing Uia passage oi the tariff bill. 


What in tto uamo of common souse 


do the place hunting patriots of Ne- 
vada want, except o.'IIoa ? They should 
know that securing places for them- 
selves at the public crib will not bene- 
fit tue masses. Why do not the wool- 
growers, who are the o*ttly persons in 
the State that would derive any bene- 
fit from the Dingley tariff bill, act in- 
dependently of their place-hunting 
leaders and ask Congress to pass the 
tariff and free coinage bill reported by 
the Senate? 
It embodies what the

Frye .Elected President I'ro tern of the 


Senate—NewliinclR Speales for silver. 
WASHINGTON, February 7.—The first 


hour of the Senate to-day was con- 
sumed largely in the election of Prye 
of Maine as President pro tern. The 
election was unanimous and marked 
by a display of good nature and com- 
pliments. 


The House to-day suddenly became 


involved in a bitter controversy. It 
sprang from remarks made by Talbot 
in defensie of secession, which Barrett 
interpreted as treasonable. He had the 
speaker's words taken down and offered 
a resolution of censure. After the 
wrangle anrl some explanations, Dal- 
Z3ll moved to refer tho Barrett resolu- 
tion to the Committee on Judiciary. 
Ihis was carried by a vole of 15i to 41. 
This is understood to moan that no 
notice will be taken of the matter. 


Talbot rose to a question of personal 


privilege to correct what he baid was an 
unintentional misrepresentation in the 
public prints. 


"iu a jocular way, Mr. Speaker,'' con- 


tinued Talbot, "I declared we were not 
whipped but had worn ourselves out 
trying to whip the other fellows. In 
the heat of the moment and impulsively 
I said that South Carolina was not 
ashamed of the part sho took in it, and 
that I for one endorsed secession then. 
I thought \\e were right. I think ao 
yet and that under the same circum- 
stances surrounded by the same con- 
ditions I would do the same thing 
again. Now, Mr. Speaker, 1 repeat it." 


Crisp moved that Talbot be permit- 


ted to explain. The words were read 
at the Clerk's desk. 
Barrett then 


formally made tho point of order that 
when a statement made by a member 
had been called in question and he de- 
libel ntely reiterated it, it constituted a 
new statement and a new offense. 


He proposed now to offer a resolu- 


tion of censure. 
The excitement ou 


tho floor was intense. Crisp said he 
had never known an instance, when a 
member was called to order and a 
motion made that he be allowed to ex 
plain his utterance, where such motion 
was not considered. Barrett replied 
that he had no objection to the gentle- 
man from South Carolina explaining at 
the propei time 
There v,-as more pr.E- 


liaineutary sparring between Crisp and 
Barruit, during which the excitement 
increased. 


The Speaker finally cut the matter 


short by saying that if the House was 
not satisfied with Talbot's explanation 
a resolution might be offered. The 
Speaker decided that Crisp's motion 
was iu order. 


"I take it for granted," said Dingley, 


rising"that the House does not intend 
to vote on the resolution of censure 
without according the gentleman from 
South Carolina an opportunity to ex- 
plain." These generous words won ap- 
plause from the Democratic sido. 


Talbot explained that he had arisen 


to correct a misrepresentation. 
"South 


Carolina." he proceeded, "was as loyal 
and true to the union a.a ma., ot..*.o 
The circumstances under which she 
seceded could not exist again and ho 
was glad of it." 


Tho debate on the free silver substi- 


tute for the bond bill proceeded stead- 
ily in the House to-day. The House 
met at 10:30 with less than thirty mem- 
bers present.

Just before reaching 
Shohola the coupling pin that held tho 
car to tho one ahead of it must have 
broken. 
This divided the train iu two 


parts. 
The bead car of the rear part 


jumped tho track, and breaking tbo link 
that held it to the car behind it, went 
011 down tho bank, getting out of the 
way of the cars following ou tho tiack. 


"When tho leading section of tho di- 


vided train got to the loot of (he gi;>de, 
its speed slackened. 
Tho hind tection 


caught np with it, and r.m into tho 
rear car, br.t not with foice sufficient to 
do any damage or attract attention. 
The broken link, then a hook, happened 
to fall into tho pmhole of tho coupler 
ahead of it. 
Tho ham \W3 thus lecou- 


pled and went ou to Port Jervis \\ithout 
tho loss of a car light out of ltd very 
center having been discoveied by any 
one. 
There is no parallel to this one iu 


the record of mishaps to railroad trains, 
and it has never censed to be a wonder 
to all old time railroad 
men. 


"Well, whether the doors of the fugi- 


tive car were broken by the jar and jolt 
"W its trip down the bank, through the 
fence, and across the lot, or whether the 
cattle inside kicked them open, I can't 
feay. They wero open, and the cattle 
jumped out. It was winter, and the 
Delaware river, only n few feet away, 
was filled with running ice. 
The cattle 


iirast have been m a panic, or must have 
known that they wore in Pike county, 
Pa., or something of that sort, for they 
plunged into that icy flood and made 
their way across the river into Sullivan 
county, N. Y. 
Searchers, accompanied 


by the drover who owned them, found 
aid recovered thorn all. One cow, a 
deep red animal Hith a white star m 
her forehead, took tLe fancy of n farmer 
on whose premises some of the cattle 
wero found, and lie bought her. 
She 


had twin calves in tho spring, each 
marked exactly like tho mother. 
One 


was a bull calf, cue a heifer. 
Because 


of the way in which the stock bappeued 
to be there it was tailed (he Coe Little 
breed, and for sorno year's was a favor- 
ite breed among the farmers of th.'t part 
of the valley. "—Now York Sun
